Ottawa, Oat., April'27.—Five square 


miles of territory burned over; more 
than 2,500 dwellings, factories, mills, 
stores and other buildings destroyed; 
entailing a loss estimated to reach 
?20,000,000, and between 12,000 and 10,- 
000 men, women and children home- 
less, is a summing up o£ the bavoe 
wrought by the fire which has beet 
raging at Hull and in Ottawa since li 
o'clock Thursday morning. 


Most of tbe lumber piles in Ottaw; 


and Hull have disappeared and are 
nenv mere heaps o£ charred wood and 
ashes. 
Half a dozen churches and 


schools, a number of mills, the Hull 
waterworks, the Hull courthouse and 
jail, the postoffice, the convent—almost 
every business place and about .1,000 
dwelling's and shops in Hull have been 
destroyed. Indeed, practically nothing 
of Huil is left but a church and a few 
nouses beyond it. 


The spot where the fire originated 


is about a quarter of a mile from the 
main'street of Hull, and as a gale was 
blowing from the northwest right in 
the direction of the .lumber piles and 
raiHs on both U>e Mull and Ottawa 
shorw of the river and 
Chandieve 


Flats, it was soon SEOII that the fire 
was almost certain to be a large one. 
By 11:30 the fire had got a good hold 
of Main street, and the entire t-treet, 
with dozens o£ cross streets,' was 
burned. 
Practically there is not a 


house loft, in the street. About this 
time tho fire made a jump of nearly 
half a mile and ignited Eddy's wood- 
yard, near the match factory. It waa 
soon in flames, and the SO miles an 
hour gale which was blowing drove ;t 
high column of flame across Bridgt; 
street and set fire Io the Eddy paper 
mill and tUe other buildings of the 
company. The fire at this time also 
sprang across the Ottawa river and 
caugbt the sheds in the rear of tbe 
Mru.-k.iy Stilling company ou Victoria 
island, and in a few minutes the lum- 
ber piles on Victoria and Chaudiere 
islands, one of the power housr.g of the 
Ottawa Electric company, the Victoria 
foundry and half the buildings on the 
two islands were in flames. 
In this 


city It is estimated that besides the 
mills, factories, etc. burned. 1,500 resi- 
dences were destroyed. The total loss 
is estimated at ?15.p(K>.0'00, and the in- 
surance at $2,500,000; - 


UAVAGES OK Tilli VLAMSS. 


Thfl city of Hull has been burning 


since noon Thursday. There are a few 
houses standing in the suburbs «£ the 
burned city. Hull has a population of 
12.000 people, and more than half of 
them are homeless. The entire busi- 
ness part of. the city, including the 
courthouse, postoffice, public buildings 
and newspaper offices, is one mass of 
ruins. The population is almost en- 
tirely composed of people who work 
in the mills or who derive their busi- 
ness from those works. 


The fire crossed the Ottawa river in 


the afternoon, took hold among the 
lumber piles on -the brink of the river 
and extended to the lumber yards and 
mills! The result is that the whole of 
that part of Ottawa known as the 
Chaudiere Flats, surrounding the Can- 
adian Pacific railway station, where 
the lumber mills are all located, IK 
fire-swept. Only one building is stand- 
ing ia the whole area. From the fiais 
the fire extended across the Riehmon;! 
road to Rochesterville. "Westerly the 
fire took in Huntonburg and Mcchan- 
Icsville, so that on the Ottawa side of 
:be river there is a larger area covered 
by fire than on the Hull side. It is 
estimated that at the present time th.- 
numbcr of homeless In the two cltiC'S 
and suburban towns is not less that. 
12,000, and it may reach 15,000. The 
government has given the drill hall 
and the city the larger exhibition 
Diiildings to accommodate the • suGTor- 
>rs.

As soon as the members of the gov- 


ernment saw that the fire was to be a 
disastrous one, the acting minister of 
public works telegraphed to Montreal, 
Peterboro and Brockrille for fire appli- 
ances and all assistance that could be 
sent. But although they arrived speed- 
ily, they -were of no avail. 
Nothing 


could stop the ravages ' of the fire, 
which leaped over whole blocks and 
broke out in all directions. 


The Canadian Pacific railway sta- 


tion, which is on Chaudiere Flats, was 
among one oL the first buildings to go, 
as it was a wooden structure. The 
large cliff which extends, from, the Ot- 
tawa river back by Christ church and 
St. John the Baptist church on to 
Rochesterville, was the only thing 
which stopped the -whole city of Ot- 
tawa becoming a prey to the fire. 
Shortlj' after noon the wind, which 
was .blowing-previously in a north- 
westerly direction, changed to a south- 
easterly direction, and iii this way 
what .remained oi Ottawa, .was saved. 


It is almost idle to talk of losses 


while the lire yet burns and with a 
change of wind would certainly sweep 
the city, but a moderate calculation 
would be somewhere between ?15.000,- 
000 and $20,000,000. 
The government 


had the tailitia called out and atl- 
jsurned the house, of commons until 
Tuesday on account of the fire. 


Chief Benoit oC the Hull fire brigade 


was injured and taken to the general 
rospita! in Ottawa. The'fire originated' 
through a fire in a dirty chimney, a.nd 
tbe high wind caused the flames to 
spread rapidly. The casualties so far 
reported are: Miss Coolt,.an old wom- 
an, was burned to a e-.risp in her house. 
An unknown man was found dead on 
the Canadian Pacific railroad track. 
James Mahan is reported to be fatally 
injured, and some pieces of timber fel! 
on James Merrifield, who was taken 
to the hospital. 
The government is
